Washington, D. C., April 21.—[Special.]J— 
Senator Cummins of Iowa made his debut 
in the tariff debate today and he made a hit 
as well. He has become the acknowledged 
leader of the progressive tariff revisionists, 
and in a brief speech he attracted to himself 
the attention of the veterans in the senate 
in a way seldom accomplished by a new man. 
He did not attempt a set speech 4n the tariff, 
but merely made a few pointed remarks in 
explanation of his action in introducing an 
amendment providing for an income tax. 

There are abundant signs of an approach- 
ing struggle between the eastern high pro- 
tectionists, led by Mr. Aldrich of Rhoda 
Island, and the western moderate protec- 
tionists, who want a real revision of the 
tariff and who now are led by Senator Cum- 
mins, an unusual distinetion for a man so 
young in the senate. 

As usual, the old line eastern senators scoff 
et everything which comes out of the west, 
and they are attempting to put Senator Cum- 
mins and those associated with him in the 
position of being traitors to the party and of 
being, in fact, free traders, which is the 
favorite epithet employed by eastern manu- 
facturers to designate those people who do 
not believe in excessive customs duties but 
who want the rates reduced to the basis laid 
Gown by President Taft himself, of the meas- 
ure of the difference in the cost between this 
country and abroad.

They take issue with 
the men like Senator Aldrich and the ex- 
traordinary juggle which has resulted in a 
tariff bil) the general effect of which is to re- 
enact practically all of the worst schedules 
of the Dingley law. 

These western senators believe there 
should be an honest revision of the tariff, en- 
tirely independent of the question of revenue. 
They would have the schedules so adjusted 
&s to furnish the necessary protection to 
American manufacturers and laboring men. 
Beyond that they would not go on merely to 
furnish money enough to run the govern- 
ment, believing, with President Taft, that the 
moment the tariff rate exceeds the difference 
in the cost at home and abroad there is the 
beginning of a monopoly or of a grafting gift 
to the manufacturer, with no corresponding 
benefit to the American workingman and 
with a decided loss to the American con- 
sumer.

than an even chance of getting out of com- 
mittee, also makes it a felony for a person to 
agree to buy a “ future,’’ punishable by a 
penitentiary term of not less than one year 
nor more than fourteen. 


It furthermore states it will be a misde- 
meanor for a telegraph or telephone company 
knowingly to transmit messages concerning 
such a transaction, and a misdemeanor for 
any board of trade or stock exchange know- 
ingly to permit such transactions as part of 
its business. 

For violation of the last mentioned provi- 
sion a board of trade or stock exchange, in 
addition to a fine of from $1,000 to $25,000, 
would be liable to the loss of its charter. 


Bill Covers All Commodities. 
The measure in detail provides that “‘ who- 
ever shal! sell or agree to sell any petroleum, 


shares of incorporated or unincorporated 
companies, security, commodity, or bread- 
stuffs or provisions of any kind on any stock 
exchange, board of trade, or other similar 
institution or by private agreement or bar- 
gain, when at the time of such sale or agree- 
ment to sell, the said petroleum, cotton, 
Brain, cereal, live stock, stocks, bond, share, 
or shares of incorporated or unincorporated 
companies, security, commodity or produce, 
breadstuff or provisions of any kind are not 
actually owned by the said person selling 
or agreeing to sell, or whoever shall sell or 
attempt to sell any option thereon shall be 
sentenced to imprisonment in the peniten- | 
tiary for not less than one yearnor more than 
fourteen years.”’ 

Fine for the transmission of messages re- 
lating to such deals is fixed at not less than 
$1,000, nor more than $10,000. 


Places Ban on All Corners. 

“Any person or persons who shall corner 
or attempt to corner the market in petroleum, 
cotton, grain, etc,,”’ says section 5 of the bill, 
‘‘or who shall be guilty of forestdlling, re- 
grading, or engrossing, with reference there- 
to, shall be deemed guilty of felony and on 
conviction shall be imprisoned in the peni- 
tentiary not less than one nor more than four- 
teen years.” : 

The bill may be referred by Speaker Shurt- 
leff to the judiciary committee, of which Rep- 
resentative B. M. Chiperfield is chairman. If 
it goes there, it is likely to be reported out 
with the recommendation that “ it do pass.” 


Absence Causes Little Stir. 
News of Mr. Patten’s absence from his 
office did not reach the board of trade floor 
until the latter part of yesterday's session, 
and even when the rumors were confirmed it 
caused little excitement. The public has been 
scared out of the market to a large extent, it 
is said, by the publicity given the Patten 
deal in the last ten days, and for the present 
the market is left in the hands of a few pro- 
fessionals.

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COURT BLOW 70 MRS. YERKES 


Claim to Fifth Avenue Property 
. and Art Collection Denied. 


FEAR NEWS MIGHT KILL HER 


Neglect of Estate Is Seored and Re- 
ceivership Continued. 


New York, April 21.~—[Special.]—Judge 
Ward in the United States Circuit court to- 
day handed down a decision in the Yerkes 
receivership case which denies every claim of 
Mrs. Yerkes to the Fifth avenue property of 
her husband and to his valuable picture col- 
lections here. 


The court continues the receivership of 
Harrington Putnam pending an outcome of 
the injunction proceedings started by Mrs. 
Yerkes in the Chicago courts to prevent Louis 
8. Owsley, administrator of the estate, from 
obtaining letters for the control of property 
within this jurisdiction. 

Since the appointment of Putnam as tem- 
porary receiver on April 6 guards have beén 
maintained night and day in the Yerkes man- 
sion at Fifth avenue and Sixty-eighth street. 


Fear News Might Prove Fatal. 

The present action and the presence of the 
guards in the house have not been made 
known to Mrs. Yerkes. She is said to be se- 
riously ill in an upper apartment, and James 
Russell Soley, her personal counsel, declared 
in court that the news might be fatal to her. 

Judge Ward also disposes of the clalm of 
the attorneys for Mrs. Yerkes that the fed- 
eral courts cannot appoint a receiver for the 
estate of a deceased person and holds that 
they have entire power in this direction, pro- 
vided administration has not already been 
taken up in the Surrogate’s court. 

The application for a receiver wasmade April 
5 by the London Underground railways on a 
claim for $796,619, growing out of stock sub- 
scription. The decision goes into the facts 
presented on argument last week. Under it 
the receiver appears to have power, should 
he wish to do so, to dispossess Mrs. Yerkes 
from the Fifth avenue home, for the court 
finds that she is occupying it without any 
claim of possession that will stand against 
a legal title. 


Scores Neglect of Property. 

Judge Ward comments sharply upon the 
failure of those interested to takes steps to 
conserve the property and upon the failure of 
Owsley to push his application for letters 
of administration, remarking that he does 
not know whether the laxity is due to the 
supineness of the administrator or to jeal- 
ousies and bickerings among the contending

$3,000,000 Held Without Right? 

“The gallery is advertised for sale in June 
under a mortgage amounting to nearly $300,- 
000. There is no insurance on the house or 
its contents. The decedent’s real estate, 
worth $2,000,009, and his valuable collections, 
worth $1,000,000, are in the possession of one 
not entitled to the possession of the real es- 
tate nor paying any rent for it, nor entitled 
to a large part, if any, of the collection. 
The latter might at any time be taken from 
this state. 

‘The nonadministration has continued for 
nearly four years and is likely to continue 
much longer. The property should be pre- 
served in the hands of a disinterested person 
for the benefit of creditors. The complain- 
ant’s interest is only that of a creditor.” 

Judge Ward remarks further that under 
ordinary circumstances Owsley’s application 
for papers for administration would be suf- 
ficient to keep the federal courts from in- 
terfering, but that if Mrs. Yerkes’ injunc- 
tion suit had held up the application until 
no one could tell whether it ever would be 
granted, it is proper to continue the receiver- 
ship until that question has been disposed of. 
He notes also the New York state law that 
realty shall only be taken to satisfy creditors 
of a deceased person when the personalty 
has been shown tobe insufficient, but holds 
that the federal courts cannot be bound by 
this law.

Crop experts who have been sent out for 
the purpose of finding damage in the winter 
wheat section are beginning to come in after 
a thorough search in all the winter wheat 
estates and with poor results, It generally is 
conceded now that with the exception of a 
few small areas the outlook for the winter 
wheat crop is the best in years, and that 
despite a diminished acreage the crop gives 
every prospect of being a heavy one. 

Farmers in illinois and Indiana are offer- 
ing their new wheat, which will be harvested 
in July, freely to the country buyers at $1 
a bushel, and several of these buyers have 
stopped buying wheat at that figure, fearing 
there will be a big slump, which will leave 
them with high priced wheat on their hands 
next summer. 

In the spring wheat country farmers are 
just seeding and, influenced by the high 
prices prevailing now, they are sowing every 
available inch in wheat. A letter received

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DEADLOCK IS FIRM 
DESPITE ASSAULT 


McKenzie’s Oratory Results 
Only in Shaking One Vote 
from Yates. 


HOPKINS GIVEN BUT 78. 


Presence of Officeholders Not Ab- 
solute Proof of ‘‘Supreme 
Effort.”’ 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Springfield, Ill., April 21.—[Special. }—With 
intrepidity worthy of greater Success, the 
Hon. John C. McKenzie, member of the sen- 
ate from the district which includes the 
rockbound hills of Jo Daviess county, made 
an assault on the senatorial deadlock today. 

Mr. McKenzie, who is not unwilling and un- 
worthy to succeed Congressman Frank O. 
Lowden as congressman from the Thirteenth 
congressional district at any time when the 
congressman can elevate himself into the 
United States senate and take the seat left 
vacant by Albert J. Hopkins, sacrificed his 
own interests by pleading with his fellow men 
to feturn Albert J. to the seat which he once 
adorned. 

It was the most notable oratorica] effort of 
the deadlock, Mr. McKenzie having a pleas- | 
ing if not always persuasive eloquence, and 
his effort today was not without its effects. It 
robbed Richard Yates of his one vote for 
United States senator. 


Foreman Gets Yates’ Vote. 
Representative Oliver Sollitt of Chicago be- 
came 80 affected by Mr. McKenzie’s descrip- 
tion of the folks at home anxiously waiting 
for the recreant legislature to fulfill their 
will, as expressed in the primaries, that he 
dropped Mr. Yates and voted for the Hon. 
Col. Milten J’ Foreman. 

Mr. Yates, sitting behind Speaker Shurt- 
leff on the house rostrum, say his one vote 
disappearing and exclaimed regretfully: 

“ There goes my only vote.”’ 

This was the only perceptible result follow- 
ing Mr. McKenazie’s premedi d and delib- 
erate assault on the ancient and venerable 
deadlock with deadly weapons and intent to 
kill. 

An ordinary humdrum ballot of the joint 
assembly for the electjon of a United States 
senator was being had when the senator from 
the rockbound hills of Jo Daviess county 
arose and asked leave to explain his vote. 
The obliging legislators granted this per- 
mission, and Mr. McKenzie backed off for 
a running jump and landed all sprawled out 


| on the deadlock. The fact that the deadlock 


proved to be India rubber and threw him 
back with a force proportionate to his energy 
in landing on it does not detract from the sin- 
cerity of his efforts. There must be credited 
to Mr. McKenzie one perfectly well inten- 
tioned endeavor to bust things. 


- Federal Officeholders Bunched. 
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The legislators are in doubt whether to 
credit up another supreme effort to Mr. Hop- 
kins. It is true that this effort of the senator 
from the rockbound hills of Jo Daviess coun- 
ty came at a time when the federal office 
holders were gathered about in Springfield 
again in spite of the requests from Wash- 
ington that they do not attend the legislative 
sessions, but the fact that the arrival of the 
office holders and the delivery of Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie’s speech were coincident does not con- 
stitute satisfactory or convincing proof that 
Mr. Hopkins was staging another supreme 
effort, and inasmuch as he received only 78 
votes in spite of the speech it may bé as- 
sumed that he was not straining himself 
again. ae 

In beginning this sure to be celebra 
effort, Mr. McKenzie said he hoped the mem- 
bers would bear with him if he seemed to 
wander far from the subject of explaining 
his vote, and a vOice from the assamblage 
replied: “Go as far as you like.’’ Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie went back to the passage of the pri-

Two “White Slave” Bills. 

Two bills aimed at the punishment of the 
white slave traffic were reported out of the 
house. judiciary committee with favorable 
recommendation. The measures are substi- 
tutes for the two bills introduced by Repre- 
sentative Lederer as house bill 192 and house 
bill 193. 

One makes it a felony to detain or cause to 
be detained any female person in a house of 
ill repute for the purpose of compelling the 
payment of any debt. The other bill provides 
that any person who tontributes to the white 
slave traffic or who inveigies a victim by false 
promises shall be punished for a first offense 
by a fine of from $500 to $1,000 and imprison- 
ment in the county jail for from six months to 
a year and for a second offense by imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary for from one to ten 
years. The bill prevents a marriage cere- 
mony from being a bar to testimony against 
the defendant. 

Cook county civil service has been made a 
proposition which is pretty -apt-¢o require a 
roll call for its defeat in the senate, Lund- 
berg’s bill, amended to include all assistant 
state’s attorneys, being recommended out for 
passage by the senate committee. 

Senator Jones’ bill, providing that the su- 
perintendent of public service in Cook county 
shall buy all food and suppltes forthe county 
jail,, was reported out by the senate judiciary 
committee. 

In the senate today an. amendment to the 
bill providing for the establishment of an 
examining board for coal miners was passed 
and now is sent over to the house, where it 
is likely to pass. 

Bills Introduced in House. 

The house passed the senate bill for the 
increase of the salary of the®uperintendent 
of insurance to $6,000 and this bill now goes 
to the governor. 

In the house Representative Fieldstack in- 
troduced a bill to amend the Municipal court 
act, to provide that the chief justice shall be 
elected by the associate judges instead of 
being elected by the voters, and that his term 
shall be for one year. Other bills introduced 
in the house incluced:

DEATH TAKES GOV. LILLEY 


Peaceful End of Executive Is in 
Contrast with Career. 


BOAT QUIZ SAPS HIS HEALTH. 


Given State’s Highest Gift After Losing 
in Congress. 


Hartford, Conn., April 21—Gov. George 
Leavins Lilley died at the executive man- 
sion tonight after battling with disease for 
four weeks. The end came peacefully, as 
the patient did not regain consciousness 
from the coma in which he had laid for 
hours and which was the result of acute 
nephritis and its attendant complications. 

There were at the bedside Mrs. George L. 
Lilley, the three sons, Frederick, John, and 
Theodore; Mrs. John A. Lilley, and the at- 
tending physicians. As soon as news of the 
death was spread abroad the bells of Hart- 
ford sounded the age of the dead governor— 
49—and a detachment of the First company, 
Governor's Footguards, immediately was 
mustered to go on duty at the executive 
mansion. 

The funeral will be held. from Trinity 
church, Hartford, but the time is yet to be 
fixed. The body, prior to the funeral, will 
lie in state in the capitol. The physicians 
announce that the immediate cause of death 
was toxemia, the result of acute nephritis 
with valvular disease and hypertrophy. 


Enters Politics as Reformer. 

Gov. Lilley entered politics after a long 
period of driving business life in the whole- 
sale beef trade as the Waterbury Partner of 
Swift & Co., the Chicago packers. He in~ 
vested heavily in real estate in communities. 
which have had large industria] growth. | 

As a business man he attacked govern- 
mental methods in use in his home city in the 
late nineties, and in 1900 brought about rad- 
ical changes in the giving out of contracts 
for public work. He charged graft and dis- 
honesty, and his fearlessness attracted gen- 
eral attention. AHis success in upsetting the 
old methods at Waterbury landed him in 
the lower branch ofthe genera! assembly 
the next year, and several years later he 
entered congress. 

He gained notice in congress by an at- 
tack upon a bill which was aimed to givea 
corporation exclusive franchise rights for 
supplying electricity in the Hawalian islands 
Alone he objected to the contmittee’s re- 
port and later the bill-was amended. In 
other sessions he attacked, from a business 
standpoint, the free distribution of seeds by 
the agricultural department, the Southern 
Pacific railroad mail contracts, and the print 
paper combine. 


Loses Boat Fight and Health. 

When he became a member of the commit- 
tee on naval affairs he criticised the methods 
employed at navy yards and the locations of 
many of the yards. Then he attacked the 
submarine boat contracts. 

A little more than a year ago, as congress- 
man, he brought about an inquiry into the 
submarine situation, during which he bore 
the brunt of a fierce attack. This under- 
mined his health and he came home last May 
The committee of inquiry found against him. 

Mr. Lilley long had desired to be governor 
of Connecticut and the situation had shaped 
itself so that his friends had contro! in the 
state. After a vigorous campaign in the pri- 
maries in which he won overwhelmingly he 
was nominated in the September convention. 

The preélection canvass was the bitterest 
in the state’s history. Mr. Lilley went 
through it unflinchingly and was elected by a 
majority less than half that given to Mr. Taft.

COMPROMISE MAY RESULT. 


‘Says Her Sex’s Work(Is 
Never Done.

Springfield, Ill, April 21.— ([Spectal.]—A 
large, notable and interested assemblage of 
Illinois manufacturers, collected by J. Mack 
Glenn in the hope of killing Senator Jones’ 
bill limiting the employment of women to 
eight hours a day, had the pleasure of being 
backed out of the state house today by Miss 
Elizabeth Maloney, a waitress; Miss Anna 
Willard, a waitress, and Miss Agnes Nestor, 
a glove worker. Re 

The manufacturers, who affirm in grief and 
sorrow that they will be forced to move out 
of the state if the legislature passes the eight 
hour law, or at. least/will have to discharge 
all women employed, came to Springfield in 
large number at the earnest solicitation of 
Mr. Glenn. — | 

They had a hearing before the senate com- 
mittee on labor, mines, and mining, which 
started at 1 o'clock and adjourned to the cor- 
ridors, where the fight went on wita tncteas- 
ing bitterness. 


Compromise May Be Reached. 


The bill is on second reading in the senate, 
and the committee meeting was held merely 
to agree, if possible, on amendments. Itis 
possible that & compromise will be reached 
agreeable to both the women employés and 
the manufacturers, one limiting the hours of 
work for women to fifty-four a week being a 
possibility. > 

Mr. Glenn's efforts to have an adequate 
report of the manufacturers present were 
so extremely successiul that the senate 
chamber, where the committee meeting was 
held, was jammed to the guards with em- 
ployers of labor to protest against any 
statutory limitation of the hours of work 
for women. Their arguments were presented 
formally to the committee by Attorney W. D. 
Haynie, general counsel of the Manufac- 
turers’ association; J. S. Kiine of Chicago, 
and J: W. Osgood of Decatur. 

Mr. Haynie said that a law carrying the 
provisions of the bill under consideration had 
been declared unconstitutional by the state 
Supreme court as an interference of the right 
to contract and as not being proper police 
regulation. . 

Mr. Kline said that business conditions 
made it impossible to have uniform hours for 
women or men, and that such conditions were 
caused in part by the women purchasers, who 
always came in a rush for their Easter bon- 
nets and their spring gowns. 


Easter Bonnets on the Fourth.. 

‘* If the women will order their Easter bon- 
nets on July 4,’’ he said, “ and their spring 
gowns before Thanksgiving day, the trade 
in which I am interested will be able to regu- 
late its work as it would be required to do 
under such a law.”’ 

He said that the efficiency of women, “ now 
recognized as being 25 per cent below that 
of men,’’ would be decreased to 50 per cent. 

When the women supporters of the meas- 
ure were given a chance Miss Nestor de- 
sqribed the enervating effects of continuous 
work at machines. 

‘*I know, because I have worked at them,”’ 
she said. ‘‘I have worked nine years at a 
machine in a glove factory. Work has been 
specialized, and it has been speeded up until 
women cannot work these long hours and 
keep their health. In three or four years 
their strength gives way. We have met 
these excuses of the manufacturers before. 
When we wanted a half holiday we could 
not have it because it would disturb trade 
conditions, but we organized and our em- 
ployers finally conceded that we had a right 
to it. We have not noticed any disturbance 
in trade conditions.”’ . 


Eight Mile Daily Walk Enough. 

‘A great deal of surprise may be experi- 
enced outsice of Chicago,”” said Miss Ma- 
loney. a member of the Waitress’ union, 
‘“‘when it is known that in Chicago wait- 
resses have a ten hour rule now and work six 
days a week. The restaurant keepers out- 
side of Chicago will tell you now that this is 
impossible. We know that it is not. 

‘The federal authorities have gathered 
some statistics about the work of waitresses 
and they find that we walk ten miles in ten 
hours’ work. Now you'll admit that eight 
miles a day is about enough for any wait- 
ress to walk. 

“| might tell Mr. Kline that the trouble 
about the Easter bonnets is not caused by the 
working girls. We wait until after Easter 
to get ours. The wives of the manufacturers 
are the ones who cause the rush in that 
trade. 

Woman’s Work Is Never Done. 

“It is recognized in all trades employing 
skilled men that eight hours a day is enough. 
The men work eight hours and then go home 
to rest. We work ten hours, go home, do 
the housework, a week's washing, and our 
mendings.”’ 

Chairman Henson of the senate committee 
abruptly adjourned the meeting at 3 o'clock 
to give way to the charter hearing, but the 
women carried their attacks on the manu- 
facturers out into the corridors, where Miss 
Willard -was added to the array. of speakers, 
with Miss Mary McDowell and Graham 
Taylor as interested bystanders, and in the 
corridor lectures the manufacturers were 
backed up against the wall. 


FAVOR BILLS FOR VACCINATION. 


Chicago Physicians Adopt Resolutions 
in Support of Compulsory 
Smallpox Measures. 


Compulsory vaccination is favored by the 
Chicago Medical societyias “in keeping with 
the present advanced position of preventive

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SPRINT FOR A DIVORCE CLEW 


Y. M. C. A. Runners Chase Auto, 


HE ACCUSES M. R. STOWELL. 


Says Chicagoan’s Perfume Scented 
Clothing of His Spouse.

Athletic members of the Y. M. C. A., by 
sprinting. after automobiles and dogging the 
steps of a woman, provided much of the evi- 
dence upon which George H. Moore, a well 
to do real estate dealer of Indianapolis, will 
file a suit for.divorce today. : 

Mr. Moore’s suspicions were first awakened 
by an odor of cologne on his wife’s clothing. 
The husband says he had been accustomed 
to associating this odor with Myron R. Sto- 
well of the Chicago Athletic association and 
a pianist who accompanied Patti on her last 
‘tour in this country, and who has played 
with Damrosch and éther noted conductors. 

Following the perfume clew and aided by 
Attorney John Homer Lyle and the Y. M. C. 
A. sprinters, Mr. Moore finally caused the 
arrest of his wife and Stowell in a Madison 
street hotel and confronted them in Judge 
Blake's court yesterday. The hearing was 
postponed for ten days, but Mr. Moore and 
his lawyer left at once for Indianapolis, with 
the intention, it is said, of bringing suit for 
divorce. 

Mrs. Moore appeared in court heavily 
veiled. During the proceedings two photog- 
raphers took a flash light phoOtograph. One 
of them was fined $10 for contempt of court 
and a bench warrant issued for the other. 


Says Host Also Was Victim, 

A story of the incidents leading up to the 
court proceedings was given by Mr. Moore 
and his counsel. It was said that Mrs. Moore 
and Stowell first met at the country resi- 
dence of a wealthy family in Indianapolis, 
where both were guests. Mr. Moore says 
this family was disrupted by Stowell and 
that the husband secured a divorce. 

‘“‘ Stowell is a wonderful pianist,’’ he con- 
tinued, “‘and had the entry into the best 
families. “He is employed by a Cleveland 
paint concern that has Chicago offices at 
2026 Lumber street. Upon the occasion of 
the first meeting of Stowell and Mrs. Moore 
we took him back to the city in our auto, 
On the way he invited us to a restaurant for 
lunch, and I paid the bill.” 

‘* Mr. Moore’s suspicions were first 
aroused,”’ said Attorney Lyle, “ when Sto- 
well began visiting his house frequently. He 


thing was wrong until one afternoon Mrs. 
| Moore telephoned him that he had better 
stay at his club for dinner, as sh® was going 
out. 

‘*Shortly after the wife’s telephone mes- 
sage Stowell appeared in Mr. Moore's office 
and asked him what he was going to do for 
the evening. Mr. Moore noticed at the time 
a strong odor of cologne about Mr. Stowell. 
It was an odor of which. Stowell was un- 
usually fond. 

‘Upon returning to his home late in the 
evening Mr. Moore detected the same odor 
on his wife’s dress and accused her of enter- 
taining Stowell in his absence. Things be- 
came worse. and three weeks ago Mr..Moore 
said he would give his wife one chance and 
Sent her to visit a sister, Miss Inglebach, 
who is an instructor in a young women’s 
school in Evanston.”’ 


Runners Sprint After Auto. 

Then Mr. Moore secured the services of 
Lyle, who induced several of his Y. M. C. A. 
friends to aid him in keeping track of Mrs. 
Moore’s movements. Upon one occasion they 
claim to have traced her to a café with Sto- 
well. Upon another occasion, it Is said. she 
was seen walking in Evanston with him. 
They were followed to the opera. and on one 
occasion when Mrs. Moore was riding in an 
automobile with the wife of a resident of 
Jackson boulevard and with Stowell, accord- 
ing to Attorney Lyle, two of the amateur de- 
tectives tried to keep the machine in sight 
by sprinting. 

While Mrs. Moore was said to be with Sto- 
well almost daily and to be receiving visits 
from him at Evanston, her husband says she 
was writing loving letters to him, telling 
how lonely she was. Finally Mrs. Moore and 
Stowell are alleged to have been traced to a 
hotel, where they registered as ‘‘ M. R. Stone 
and wife, Denver.’’ Their arrest followed. 

Mr. Moore had arrived in the city a few 
hours before the climax, and it is said the 
husband fainted when he saw his wife leave 
the hotel with Stowell. 


Stowell Married; Wife Away. 

Stowell is married, but has not lived with 
his wife for one year.

By the terms of the wil) she was to re- 
ceive only $25,000 and the income from $50,000, 
the latter being conditional upon her accept- 
ance of the terms of the will without a con- 
test, and in accordance with an ante-nuptial 
agreement. 

The Northern Trust company, which is ex- 
ecutor of the estate; Morris Rowland Dean, 
Mrs. Grace F. Jackeon, Blanche Isabelle 
Blackman, and arion D. Hughes are de- 
fendants to the suit. Morris Rowland Dean, 
the son, and the three daughters were given 
the bulk of the estate. 


No Contest Plans at First. 

The Dean will has been a matter of interest 
since it was filed for probate last November. 
The will set forth that the property con- 
sisted of $1,000,000 In personal property and 
$270,000 in real estate. Mrs. Dean at the 
time denied that she planned to contest the 
will, but later made it apparent that she 
might do so. Several days ago she made her 
decision public by renouncing her interest 
in the estate in the Probate court and de- 
claring that she would make a fight for her 
legal share of her husband’s estate. She put 
her interests in the hands of her brother, 
Kay Woods. 

Mrs. Dean was the second wife of Dean.

GUMMERE OF MOROCCO OUT. 


Strong Man Sought to Represent 
the United States in 
China. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 
Washington, D. C., April 21.—[Special.]— 
President Taft is swinging his ax vigorously 
upon the misfits in public office. The weed- 
ing out process is being applied to the diplo- 
matic and consular services and gradually 
ig extending to other departments of the gov- 


ernment. 

The various members of the cabinet have 
been engaged for several! weeks in considera- 
tion of the character and merits of their 
eubordinates, and those who do not possess 
the qualifications regarded as essential for 
the proper performance of their duties either 
have been superseded or are marked for re- 
moval. 

Samuel R. Gummere of Trenton, N. J., 
shortly will cease to be minister of the United 
States near his shereefian majesty, the em- 
peror of Morocco. His departure from the 
turbulent land of the Moors undoubtedly will 
be cause for deep regret among the diplo- 
matic corps in Tangier and the natives, who 
have found in him a harmless and amusing 
contrast to the drab of every day life. 


' Chicago Interested in Gummere. 


The people of Chicago are somewhat in- 
terested in the severance of Gummere from 
the dipiomatic service. He was in their serv- 
fice as in that of the entire country when 
Stensiand fied to the land of the Moors asa 
haven of refuge from the depositors of his 
defunct bank. Ked tape was cut to bring 
about the return of the fugitive from, llli- 
nois justice. This was a horrible crime in 
the eyes of the chief of the American lega- 
tion. But an unfeeling president and ad- 
ministration at Washington remained blind, 
eareless about this most important attribute 
of an envoy extraordinary and minister plen- 
ipotentiary and the tape was cut. 

If Gummere had been consulted he un- 
' Goubtedly would have asked to be retained 
on the diplomatic service. But noone sought 
to ascertain his wishes. His perfunctory res- 

ation, similar to that which every diplo- 


-_ matic officer must tender upon the change of 


an administration, promptly was accepted. 


‘Ungrateful Nation ,-Imbitters Cup. 


More than this, his successor, H. Percival 
Dodge of Massachusetts, who in spite of the 
fact that he parts his name in the middle 
really is an able diplomat, has been ordered 
to proceed at once to Tangier and assume 
his duties. Dodge now is on the Italian 
Riviera. His nomination was transmitted to 
the senate today and will be promptly con- 
firmed.

| Former-Indiana 


Senator Is Dead. 


_* Dawid: 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 21.—Former Unit- 
€d States Senator David Turpie, called *‘ the 
most accomplished man Indiana ever pro- 
duced '"’ and regarded as an eminent author- 
ity in all branches of English and American 
jurisprudence, is dead at his home in this 
city. He had been in ill health for ten 
years, but his death came unexpectedly. 

David Turpie’s record as a public citizen 
in Indiana and as a stalwart statesman in 
congress bears the certain mark of the man’s 
great scholarship and mental attainments. 
He was born in Ohio in 1829 and moved to 
Indiana twenty years later, beginning the 
practice of his profession at Monticello. 

In 1854 Mr. Turpie was elected a judge of 
the Court of Common Pleas and was re- 
elected in 1856, He was twice a member of 
the legislature and in 1863 was chosen as 
United States senator to serve out the unex- 
pired term of Jesse D. Bright. 

In 1887 he defeated his Republican op<« 
ponent, former President Benjamin Harri- 
son, for the United States senatagship from 
Indiana. He was reélected in 1893. and in 
1899, the legislature being Republican, he 
was defeated by Albert J. Beveridge, who 
succeeded him.

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DBATH IN PATH OF OHIO STORM 


Tornado Sweeps Cleveland, Leav- 
ing Ruin in Its Wake. 


PROPERTY LASS IS $1,000,000 


Eight Are Killed, Seven Fatally Hurt, 
and Many Injured. 


Cleveland, O., April 21.—Eight persons were 
killed, seven fatally hurt, and at least fifty 
sustained serious injuries, while property 
valued at more than $1,000,000 was destroyed 
in a tornado which swept through Cleveland 
and northern Ohio today. 

The storm consumed only five minutes in 
passing a given point, but during that brief 
period it was as dark as night, hail battered 
in windows, lightning set fire to hundreds of 
buildings, one-fifth of an inch of rain fell, 
and the wind, which reached a velocity of 
sixty-six miles an hour, razed buildings and 
chimne§s, tore off roofs, laid low many tele- 
graph and telephone lines, and demoralized 
traffic upon steam and electric railways. 


Warning of Storm Given. 

As early as 10 o’clock storm warnings were 
given out by the local weather bureau. The 
squall started in Indiana and gained force 
as it traveled rapidly eastward. It had 
gathered full force when this city was 
reached, and passed over Lake Erie a few 
miles east of the city. 

One of the dead is an unidentified young 
woman, who was thrown into a pond at 
Wade park by the force of the wind and 
drowned. A man was hurled to death from 
a crane, another was killed by a flying tim- 
ber, and a boy met his end in the falling 
ruins of St. Stanislaus’ Catholic church, 
which was demolished with a loss of $100,000. 
At least four persons were injured in the 
ruins.- — ' . 

‘The loss was especidily great to school 
property. Twelve school buildings were 
damaged. Many pupils had remarkable es- 
capes, but none was seriously hurt. The Dike, 
Walton, Fairmount, Scranton, Old Mayfiow- 
er, Clark Avenue, Downing, Pearl Street, 
Milford Gilbert, Rice, and Giddings school 
buildings were damaged. The roof was lifted 
from the main building of the Case Schoo! 
of Applied Sciences, and buildings at Adel- 
bert college sustained damage. 

Fifteen men were hurt at the plant of the 
Wellman-Seaver-Morgan Engineering com- 
pany, and four men were injured by the 
falling of a roof at the plant of the Standara 
Tool company. 


Machine Plant Is Unroofed. 

At Wellthgton, south of here, the wind 
unroofed the plant of the American Machine 
company, partially unroof the Big Four 
freight station, and knocked chimneys down 
and otherwise damaged about fifty houses. 

When the storm struck Ashtabula one man 
was killed, a dozen persons injured, and 
heavy property damage resulted. The plant 
of the Ashtabula Foundry company was 
wrecked, the roof blown from the Lyceum 
theater, and barns and outbuildings demol- 


tossed upon the tracks.

He declared that, in his opinion and that 
of many others who were studying the situa- 
tion. it would be impossible for.the country to 
make such quick recovery from the panic of 
the fall of 1907, and he asrerted it would-be 
some time before the importations would 
reach the figure set by thatmaximum year. 

There was a palpable smile in the senate 
when Mr. Cummins mercilessly exposed the 
weakest point in the figures carefully pre- 
pared by Senator Aldrich to back up the 
tariff bill, which contains no important down- 
ward revision whatsoever. In his estimates 
of receipts and expenditures, the Rhode 
Island senator made an allowance for some- 
thing like $35,000,000 which it was proposed 
to save arbitrarily by reducing the appro- 
priations for the year of 1911 below those for 
1910. No one acquainted with the congres~- 
sional procedure believes such a thing could 
possibly be done, and least of all does Mr. 
Aldrich, who has been in congress too long 
not to know that each session advances the 
rate of expenditure and never reduces it. 

Mr. Cummins therefore made a telling point 
in showing that in this one item alone there 
was a fatal defect in the Aldrich tariff rev- 
enue scheme which could be cured only by 
providing some new form of revenue, thus 
making it possible to revise the tariff sched- 
ules down to the true protective basis as 
advocated by President Taft. 


President Favors Income Tax. 

When the Payne bill was submitted to the 
house it provided for an inheritance tax. 
That provision was specifically approved by 
President Taft in his message to a ght 
It is a matter well enough understood t at 
the president also is favorable in some degree 
at least to the principle of an income tax. 
The Aldrich committee threw out the inMeri- 
tance tax bodily, for one reason because it 
did not believe im it as a principle of taxa- 
tion, but chiefly because it is the purpose of 
the standpatters to confine the revenue ex- 
clusively to the tariff and to existing objects 

internal taxation. 
e submitting his income tax amendment 
today Mr. Cummins estimated that it would 
produce not less than $40,000,000 a year, or 
more than enough to make up for the absurd 
proposition fathered by Mr. Aldrich that con- 
gress could cut off the deficit by reducing th 
expenditures. There, of course, is no doubt 
that congress could do this, although nobody 
believes it will do it. 

The Cummins income tax scheme is of a 
graduated type and provides for a tax of 2 
per cent on incomes between $5,000 and 
$10,000, rising to 2% per cent up to $20,000, 
8 per cent up to $40,000, 3% per cent up to 
$60,000, 4 per cent up to $80,000, 5 per cent up 


to $100,000, and 6 per cent on all incomes ex- 


ceeding that sum. He does not propose to 
tax corporations, because they are mere in- 
strumentalities for individual profit, the re- 
sult of taxing a corporation as a whole be- 
ing frequently to tax the small holder of 
stock, whereas the purpose of the Cummins 
law is to exempt all incomes below $5,000 
annually. 


No Haste for New Taxes. 

There is not any immediate prospect of the 
passage of an inheritance or income tax law 
by this congress. It is generally accepted by 
the representatives and senators who have 
been at the White house that President Taft 
favors in a general way an inheritance tax, a 
tax on the dividends of corporations, and 
an income tax as the proper means of sup- 
plying federal revenues, 

It does not follow that he believes congress 
should enact a law at this time providing for 
the immediate imposition of any such tax. 
On the contrary, the position of the presi- 
dent now appears to be that the house/and 
senate should get together and pass a satis- 
factory tariff bill. 

If it proves to be deficient in revenue pro- 
ducing qualities that fact will be reasonably 
well demonstrated by next winter. Then 
congress could go to work and provide for 
additional revenue through any one of these 
schemes or by adding to some of the exist- 
ing int@fnmal revenue taxes, as, for instance, 
an increase of 50 or 100 per cent of the exist- 
ing rate on beer, which Senator Cummins 
today defied the committee on finance to 
submit to the senate. This is the program 
which is likely to be followed. 


Consideration Begun by Senate. 

Consideration of the tariff was begun In 
the senate this afternoon. It will be con- 
tinued until the whole tariff fabric is com- 
pleted, and there will be nothing to prevent 
a record vote on each item if enough sen- 
ators are in favor of such a thing. When 
the rates are practically completed the 
finance committee will submit its scheme 

‘for a maximium and. minimum tariff and 
for the necessary administrative reforms of 
the existing customs law. 

Then an opportunity will be given unti] 
next winter for a practical test as to the 
revenue value of the new law. If it does 
what Senator Aldrich thinks it will do, noth- 
ing more will be necessary. If it provesto 
be deficient as a money getter President Taft 
and Secretary MacVeagh surely will call 
the attention of congress to the fact and ask 
for an independent law’entirely outside of 
the tariff to provide the necessary revenue. 

In submitting an income tax amendment, 
therefore, Senator Cummins is entirely in 
harmony with the administration program 
so far as the theory of taxation is concerned, 
the only differences of opinion being as to 
whether it is necessary to provide additiona) 
revenue now or to wait until after the new 
tariff has been in operation for six months or 
more.

Fight on Cottonseed Oil. 

Cottonseed of] was the subject of an ex- 
change of opinion between protectionist Re- 
publcams and tariff for revenue Democrats. 
Taunting members of the minority by stat- 
ing that the cottonseed oil industry of the 
south had appealed to him for tariff protec- 
tion Senator Aldrich suggested to Mr. Bacon 
that if the southern senators should get to- 
gether in favor of placing that product on the 
free list. as was the case in the house he 
thought an agreement to that effect might be 
reached. 

This suggestion had been called forth by a 
statement by Mr. Bacon. who said if the 2% 
per cent ad valorem levied on importation 
of cottonseed of] did not produce an income 
he thought !t should go on the free list. 

Senator Simmons of North Carolina, com- 
ing into the chamber at that moment. pro- 
tested against such action, declaring that he 
was free to say that he was not in favor of 
placing cottonseed oil on the free list. Stat- 
ing that the importation of cottonseed oll in 
1908 was 202 gallons worth $81 and yielding 
revenue of $8.28. Mr. Aldrich said the tax 
on that article was “‘ for protection pure and 
simple.”’

Ex-Prison Warden Reported 
as Telling Grand Jury of 
Deals with M. A. Daily. 


ONE “RAKEOFF” $11,000. 


Michigan Officials Said to Have 
Shared Profit of Broker's 


Milton A. Daily, a broker at 115 Dearborn 
street; was accused in connection with the 
sale of twine manufacturing machinery 
to the state of Michigan in 1907, ac- 
cording to grand jury testimony reported by 
telegraph from Jackson, Mich., last night. 

The report says Allen N. Armstrong, former 
warden of the Jackson (Mich.) prison, told 
the grand jurors that Frank Daily, a son of 
the broker, took him a letter containing $1,500 
and the following note in Daily's handwrit- 
ing: 

. This ought to be interesting reading to 

ou.” 
it the former prison official's testimony is 
reported correctly from Michigan, it was in 
the nature of a confession, and was as fol- 
lows: 

“That was my share of graft on selling the 
state second hand machinery for new, when 
the binder twine plant was installed at the 
prison in the fall of 1907. I understand Dally 
got the machinery for $6,500 and sold it to the 
state for $17,500. I don’t know what other 
parties participated in the $11,000 rake off.” 

The report stated that Armstrong further 
testified that often he bought sisal hemp 
from Daily at a figure higher than market 


quotation, sometimes splitting @ rakeoff as 


high as 12% per cent of the prite. 


Former Warden In $3,500. 

He estimated his total receipts from this 
source of alleged graft at $1,000, and said 
that, all told, he realized about $3,500 from 
machinery, sisal, brick, supplies, and other 
sources. 

J. Cc. Brewer, superintendent of the twine 
plant, was quoted in the report as admitting 
that he knew part of the equipment of the 
twine mill was second hand. 

‘sI never got a cent in a deal with Arm- 
strong, Daily, or the firm of Hoover & Gam- 
ble,” he said. ‘‘ All I did was to keep my 
mouth shut. Once Daily paid my expenses on 
a trip to Canada, but that’s all.” 

On two previous occasions Brewer is re- 
ported to have told the grand jury he received 
the machinery ‘‘as new.’ He stuck to that 
line of testimony until Armstrong went on 
the stand, it was said. Armstrong is re- 
ported to be half sick as a result of revela- 
tions, but his testimony had not implicated 
anybody ‘‘ higher up” last night. 

At Daily's residence, 955 Evanston avenue, 
it was said he was ‘Yn the south,” but that 
his address was unknown. Frank Daily also 
was alleged to be out of the city at some 
point unknown to relatives in Chicago. 


Inquiry Extended Here. 

The investigation by Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral McGill and County Prosecutors Reece and 
Parkworth of Jackson, Mich., has been ex- 
tending to Chicago for some time. Accord- 
ing to their information, Daily, who is said 
to represent interests in Yucatan, sold $180,- 
000 worth of material to Armstrong. 

On one occasion Mr. McGill came to Chi- 
cago to see Mr. Daily. The report of the in- 
terview was to the effect that, after Mr. Mc- 
Gill had asked whether Mr. Daily bought sec- 
ond hand machinery from a plant in Ayton, 
Ont., and let it find its way into the Jackson 
penitentiary as\ ‘‘new’’ machinery, the 
broker showed wrath. 

“Tl tell you this much, Mr. McGill,”’ he 
said, “if anybody comes around here with 
any insinuations that there is or has been 
crookedness In my connection with the binder 
twine plant I'll throw him out of my office 
window.”’ 

There was talk of forcing Mr. Daily to tes- 
tify before the grand jury in Michigan by 
having the board of control of the peniten- 
tiary refuse to buy any more sisal from him, 
but his testimony was not secured.

SULTAN GAINS BY SPLIT.

Many Factions Now Divide Op- 


ponents Who Forced Him 
Into a Compromise. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, April 21.—The con- 
flict between Mussulman piety and the po- 
litical ideas of the west has brought the 
Turkish people to the verge of civil war. 
Zeal for the faith has been unloosed, and the 
adjustment of the sultan’s relations to the 
committee of union and progress probably 
will only postpone the armed struggle be- 
tween the deliverers of the ancient teachings 
of the prophet and those who are urging 
the teachings from western Europe. 

The cabinet debated the situation for four 
hours today, giving special attention to the 
negotiations which the ministers have taken 
in hand.on behalf of the sultan with the mili- 
tary members of the committee, among whom 
ara Husni Pasha, the commander of the 
Third army corps, his division commanders, 
and Izzet Pasha, chief of the general staff. 

The sultan’s primary demand is to re- 
main the constitutional sovereign, with 
all the spiritual powers of the Caliphate, 
with liberal allowances for his household, 
while he also asks for a variety of minor 
guarantees, which it would not be difficult 
to grant. The demand of the committee of 
union and progress is that the sultan offer 
no resistance whatever and submit uncondi- 
tionally. 


Conservatives Would Avoid Fight. 

The conservatives urge that the deposition 
of the sultan would only be possible after 
severe fighting; that it is uncertain whether 
the troops under the control of the commit- 
tee would uphold such an act with their bay- 
onets; that the wavering soldiers of the 
First Army corps, to the number of 25,000 
or 30,000, now garrisoning the city, would 
be inflamed and break out into open revolt; 
and that to demand too much means th 
failure of all. é 

“The sultan has got them to quarreling 
among themselves,’’ said one of the ambas- 
sadors today, “‘and he will have his own 
way yet.” 

Since the investing army has drawn nearer 
to the city numerous agents of the Moham- 
medan league, ardent young men, theolog- 
ical students and junior members of the 
clergy, have penetrated the lines, pointing 
out to the men that it was their duty to God 
and Allah to rid themselves of their officers. 


League Working in Secret. 

The Mohammedan league cannot be locat- 
ed. This secret society. which has sprung up 
since July to fight the hattles of faith and to 
repel 
loyalty of the troops which are affiliated with 
the committee... , 

At a secret session the chamber of deputies 
discussed the transfer of the sittings to San 
Stefano. The majority of the deputies were 
favorable, and it is expected that a quorum 
will be available tomorrow for a session of 
the chamber at that place. 

The council of ministers debated upon the 
advisability of proclaiming a state of siege 
in Constantinople, with a view to facilitating 
the occupation of the city by the Saloniki 
army. The men of the warships have taken 
thé oath of allegiance, imaccordance with the 
demand of the investing force, and the fleet 
is now under orders to sail for the Mediter- 
ranean for maneuvers. 


Asia Minor Again Turbulent. 

The situation at Alexandretta, in Asia 
Minor, is critical. Panic everywhere pre- 
vails. Thousands of.refugees are crowding 
into the city, which is being patrolled by 
marines from the British cruiser Diana. The 
British battleship Triumph has gone up the 
coast to Ayas to relieve that place, if pos- 
sible. ‘ '

ADANA SITUATION IS BETTER; 
AMERICAN BOARD GETS NEWS. 


Thousands Have Been Slain in Turkish 
Massacres, but Only Two Mission- 
aries Are Included. 


Boston, Mass., April 21.—A cablegram re- 
ceived tonight at the headquarters of the 
American board of commissioners for foreign 
missions declared that the situation in cen- 
tral Turkey is improving. 

The dispatch says that thousands have been 
slain, but mentions only Messrs. Rogers and 
Maurer as victims from the missionary 
ranks.

Retiring Treasurer ‘Traeger 
Makes Report on City’s Funds. 


“BUSSE TO REAPPOINT AIDS.

Isaac N. Powell assumed the office of city 
treasurer yesterday mornnig.

Late in the forenoon 
Mayor Busse paid a formal call to the office 
of the new city official and congratulated him 
on the assumption of his duties. 

Upon retiring from office Mr. Traeger sent 
to the mayor and the city council a review 
of his administration, including recommen- 
dations for reforms in the disposition of the 
municipal funds. He condemned the award- 
ing of deposits to the banks on competitive 
bids, a system under which the rate of 
interest paid on city deposits recently was 
reduced by the banks from 2% to 2 per cent. 


Says Banks Could Band Together. 

“The banks of the city by a mutual ar- 
rangement,” observes Mr. Traeger, “ could 
bid even lower than 2 per cent, thereby com- 
pelling the city to place the funds with them

000, taking a 5 per cent mortgage on the 
buildings. 

A bill was introduced in the senate to sub- 
sidize many new stretches of railroad, paying 
4 per cent annually 6n the cost, $12,500 per 
mile, payable semi-annually. Meanwhile 
@ontractors for the public works are unpaid, 
and many policemen have not received their 
March salary. It is impossible to see how 
the budget can be balanced. 

It is seemingly inevitable that there will 
be a deficit of $12,000,000 consequent upon 
the recruiting of the army and the huge in- 
crease in the public service, some depart- 
ments more than doubling their expenses. 


POPE IS AN ANTI-SUFFRAGIST. 


Declares Woman Can Never Be Equal 
of Man and Cannot, Therefore, 
Enjoy His Rights. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ROME, April 21.—Much comment has been 
caused by an anti-feminist declaration made 
by the pope this morning in receiving a dele- 
gation of the Union of Italian Catholic La- 
dies. 

His holiness made a speech opposing the 
claims of women to make their voices heard 
in political matters. 

“Women can never be man’s equal,” said 
the pope, “ and cannot therefore enjoy equal 
rights. Few women would ever desire to 
legislate, and those who did would only be 
classed as eccentrics.”’

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CARNEGIE IN ALARMIST ROLE 


Declares a’ Spark Would Start 
Anglo-German Conflict. 


SAYS SITUATION IS CRITICAL. 


Armaments Are Regarded as Potent 
Incentives to War. 


New York, April 21.—[Special.]—Andrew 


Carnegie, in his annual address before the 
New York Peate society at the Hotel Astor 
today, declared that only a spark is needed 
to Plunge England and Germany into war. 


Never in his lifetime, he said, has the world’s | 


peace seemed to_be so seriously threatened as 
now. 

Mr. Carnegie pictured two gigantic fleets 
of England and Germany as operating withip 
& small radius, often in sight of each other. 


“ The topic of constant discussion in every 


shepe,” he added, “ will be their relative 
bower and the consequences of battles. The 
crews of the respective navies will regard 
each other with suspicion, jealousy, and 


hatred in this, representing only too truly 


the feelings of their countrymen. Under such

Situation Disproves Old Axiom. 

Mr. Carnegie contended that the present 
critical situation among the nations of the 
world is proof in his mind that the old 
axioms such as “if you wish peace prepare 
for war” had proved ineffective. Present 
conditions among the nations were likened 
to the days of “’49” in California, where 
every man went armed to the teeth to pre- 
vent attack with the result that there was no 
end of fighting deadly feuds until the arm- 
ing of men was prohibited by law. 

He conceived it to be the mission of the 
United States to lead the world in a reign 
of péace under the law. He expressed a 
hope that the president, without being in- 
trusive, may find a way to exert his influence 
in favor of peace, asserting this country’s 
right to speak, if not protest, in behalf of 
its own imperiled interests and perhaps to 
invite the leading naval powers to consider 
a& practical agreement “‘ which would avert 
the appalling dangers which today threaten 


to convulse the world in a not distant fu- 


ture,”’ 


Society Adopts Suggestions. 

Mr. Carnegie’s address was followed by the 
adoption of these resolutions, designed to 
make his suggestions ultimately effective: 

RESOLVED, That in the opinion of the Peace 
Society of New York a rivalry between Britain 
and Germany, in constructing ships of war, the 
action of one being contingent upon that of the 
other, affects the position of other naval powers 
so seriously as to call for their prompt considera-~ 
tion. 

RESOLVED, That it should not be permissible 
for any power to compel all other naval powers 
to increage their armaments correspondingly, or, 
as the only alternative, permit themselves to be- 
come practically defenseless. 

RESOLVED, That we earnestly hope that the 
president of our republic, whose peace doving 
congress repeatedly has refused to build more than 
one-half of the battleships asked for by the exeou- 
tive, may find it advisable to take the question 
into serious consideration with the view to exert 
his vast influence to avert either of the two alterna- 
tives stated. 

RDPSOLVED, That in the league of peace sug- 
gested by the prime minister of Britain to the last 
peace conference in London, this society sees the 
most feasible solution of the problem. 


Objects to Gen. Horace Porter. 
.Some time after the society had elected 
fifty or sixty vice presidents and committee- 
men, the list including the name of Gen. 
Horace Porter, E. J. Malloy asked: 

“Will some one tell me whether Gen. Hor- 
ace Porter, who just has been elected vice 
president of this socity, is the same Gen. 
Horace Porter who is president of the navy 
league?’ 

Being answered in the affirmative, Mr..Mal- 
loy said: 

“It seema tof me thoroughly inconsistent 
for a man to hold office in both these socie- 
ties when the very raison d’étre of each is de- 
termined to defeat the plans of the other.” 

“I am sure-that Gen. Porter is a sincere 
advocate of peace,’”’ said the chairman. 

** Perhaps he is,’’ retorted Mr. Malloy, “ but 
that doesn’t alter the fact that under exist- 
ing circumstances it is ridiculous for him to 
hold office in this society.” 

‘*You really can't do anything about it 
now,” he was told, “‘ because the society 
has just elected him by a unanimous vote 
and nothing in our constitutiqn renders him 
ineligible.’’ 

‘* Never mind,” said the chairman as Mr. 
Malloy sat down, ** possibly the améliorating 
effect of his association with us may induce 
him to stop his nefarious practices.”’

Both Leaders Are Confident. 

Both Mrs. Scott of Illinois and Mrs. Story 
of New York, the opposing candidates for 
president general, are confident of the out- 
come.

The explanation, which was accompanied 
by an open apology, was greeted with ap- 
plause, and what promised to develop into 
a most disagreeable situation turned ~out to 
be a genuine love feast, for both Mrs. Mc- 
Lean and Mrs. Story in graceful little 
speeches expressed themselves as entirely 
satisfied. 


“Doves of Peace’’ Killed. 

The superstitious ones, however, tonight 
are predicting all sorts of dire happenings 
tomorrow, and it is all because the English 
sparrows, which had infested the hall since 
the congress convened, have been destroyed. 
During the afternoon recess men armed with 
air rifles picked off one by one the little 
“doves of peace’ as they had come to be 
known, and their merry chirps sounded no 
more. No official of the congress was willing 
to admit that she gave the order of execu- 
tion. 

A good deal of busines was transacted dur- 
ing the day. Many reports from committees 
were read and ordered printed, and the an- 
nual contributions for Continental hall fairly 
swamped the president general's desk. The 
actual sums handed In, together with the 
pledges announced, approximated $50, 

The -day’s events were brought to a close 
by a reception in honor of the Daughters by 
the Sons of the American Revolution. ‘

New York, April 21.—H. A. ‘Wright of San 
Francisco played beautiful billiards tonight 
at the German Liederkranz and defeated 
Clarence Jackson of Chicago by a score of 400 
to 300. He now has two victories to his 
credit in the tournament for the amateur 
championship at 18-2 balk line. 

Wright won because he knows more about 
billiards than Jackson, He has a more deli- 
cate stroke and plays with rare judgment. 
He gave a splendid exhibition of nursing dur- 
ing.one of his hig runs. Jacksop played well, 
too. His run of 63 was a fine exhibition, but 
it was of the spectacular:orde?. -He placed 
the, balls well, but did not have the delicate 
stroke that Wright, possessed and conse- 
quently did not get as much out of the nursing 
as his opponent did. He was applauded fre- 
quently for some brilliant shots, and those 
who. have experience at the game made the 
prediction that-he will be heard from later. 


Jackson Starts Business. - 

In his eleventh inning Jackson settled 

down to work. He founa the balls. well 
bunched and quickly took advantage of the situa- 
tion and scored fast. His twenty-fourth shot was 
a well judged two cushion carom which gathered 
the balls again and his twenty-eighth, a half massé, 
was a fine shot which was applauded by Wright.es 
well as those who watched the game. Then fol- 
lowed some clever open table play. He gathered 
the balls at the foot of the table and counted 
quickly until his forty-sixth shot. Then he made 
two long draws. His fiftieth was a spread draw. 
On his next shot he drove around the table and 
gathered cleverly. He failed aftermaking a‘run of 
63 om a single cushion draw. 
' Wright failed to count in his half of the inning 
and this left Jackson in the lead by fifty. Wright, 
with a fine exhibition 6f balk line nursing, played 
with most delicate skill, making a run of 41 and 
again took the lead in the thirteenth inning. -

Then Jackson picked up sixteen beauties and, 

Wright failing to score, the lead was reduced to 
one point, the score being, Wright, 175; Jackson,

MAKING THEATERS SAFE, 

The state factory inspector is a glut-- 
ton for work. Although he has se much 
to do now he is ready, if the legislature. 
will let him, to take charge of the inspec- 
tion of the theaters and amusement halls 
outside of Chicago. Some of them ere 
said to be firetraps, a menace to the 
communities which patronize them. 

Where a city, large or small, can at- 
tend to a matter which is primarily of 
local concern it should be allowed to do 
so. If it is a case*where close and con- 
tinuous supervision is required, local offi- 
cials can do the work much better than 
state officials can. They should not be 
encouraged to shirk any of their duties, 
There should be as much home rule and 
as little centralization of power at the 
state capital as possible. 

The. reason given for state action is that 
cities and villages have been discouraged 
from attempting to regulate places of 
amusement because of the failure to jon- 
vict anybody on account of the Iroquois 
fire. If so, those municipalities do not 
understand the’ situation. The construc- 
tion and operation of theaters is not reg- 
nlated in “order that somebody may be 
punished criminally in case of loss of life 
in one of them, but in order that there 
may be no loss of life and no occasion 
for criminal prosecutions which, even if 
successful, cannot bring back the dead. 

The lesson of the Iroquois fire is that 
every community should regulate the 
construction and supervise the manage- 
ment of its amusement resorts. Local 
authorities who fail to take thé lesson to 
heart show themselves criminally indif- 
ferent to the safety of their fellow citi- 
zeus. ‘Their inertness should provoke 
remonstrance and denunciation at home. 
It should not be necessary for the legis- 
lature to interpose to protect people to 
whom it has given the power to protect 
themselves.

THE SMOKE NUISANCE. 

To many people the activity of the city 
smoke department appears to be spas- 
modic. Now and then a list is published 
of people or firms who were fined for vio- 
lations, The citizen feels encouraged un- 
til he looks out of the window to discover 
a chimney, long a notorious offender, hard 
at work defiling the atmosphere. Then he 
becomes pessimistic and leaves the main- 
tenance of the fight to the women. 

The citation by them of specific cases of 
offense, as they questioned the chief as- 
sistant smoke inspector, brought out a 
number of points of interest.’ This official 
agreed with his inquisitors that a certain 
industrial concern was guilty of “as many 
violations of the city’s smoke. ordinance 
as there are days in the week multiplied 
by the number of smoke’ producing 
plants.” But he followed the admission 
with the statement that the concern un- 
der fire had notified the department that 
plans for the entire reconstruction of 
their power and heating plants were be- 
ing made, and that the plans would be- 
come realities within a shor time. 

There were sharp criticisms of the 
board of education in connection with the 
smoking chimneys in the school buildings. 
The matter way taken up vigorously with 
‘the school engineers, with the result that 
Yhe smoke inspector has given praise to 
the board for the success of its effort, and 
the board is pleased with an incidental 
saving in coal bills. 

These illustrations go to show that 
definite progress is being made. There 
are many Violations yet, perhaps, as was 
suggested to the women of the clubs, by 
their own husbands, brothers, or sons who 
are engaged in imdustrial pursuits. But 
there are also many evidences that per- 
manent infprovements are being made 
all along the line, assuring better condi- 
tions in the near future. ‘

Kither he must affix his signature to the 
bill, and by so doing surrender to parliament 
the control of the army and navy,renounc- 
ing the rights and prerogatives conceded to 
him by article 14 of the constitution, or he 
must disavow the action of the cabinet by 
refusing to sanction their action and by dis- 
missing the ministers. That is perhaps the 
chief reason why Stolypin cannot remain 
any longer as premier and why the czar has 
within the last fortnight appointed a number 
of new cabinet ministers without consulting 
the outgoing premier.

Carrick’s new earl, who has just me into 
the family honors and into the possession of 
Mount Juliet through the death of hie sol- 
dier father, is likely to prove himself a 
useful peer. For after resigning his com- 
mission in the Yorkshire regiment he be- 
came one of the government inspectors of 
the department of agriculture in Ireland, 
where, as Viscount Ikerrin, he has rendered 
valuable service in promoting not only the 
agricultural but also thé manufacturing in- 
dustries of the Emerald isle. Quite recently 
he has been figuring as an expert Witness in 
an important lawsuit at Dublin in connec- 
tion with the Irish linen trade and was able 
to give a good deal of technical information 
to the court in regard to the production of the 
fabric from the raw material. He has had 
many odd experiences as Inspector, his duties 
in connection with which have occasionally 
led him to disguise himself as a laborer in 
order to purchase samples of the food sold to 
the poorer classes, notably the butter. 

Lord Carrick is descended from the same 
ancestry as the marquis of Ormonde, and, 
like the latter, his patronymic is Butler. His 
viscounty of Ikerrin in County Tipperary 
dates from the reign of King James I. and 
his earldom was bestowed by George II. in 
1748. But for the omission of a formality in 
ancient times Lord Carrick would, however, 
be the premier earl of Ireland. His ancestor, 
Edmond le Botiller, was created on Sept. 1, 
1315, earl of Carrick in County Tipperary by 
King Edward IL. of England for his services 
in fighting the Scotch. The records bear 
testimony that he received the feudal seign- 
ijory of the castie and manors of Karryk, 
Macgriffyn, and Roscrea for himself and his 
heirs, ‘‘sub nomine et honore comites de 
Karryk.” But in those days a mere patent 
was not sufficient for the creation of an earl. 
It was necessary, in order to complete the 
dignity, that he should be “ belied.”” The 
ceremony of belting was for some reason or 
otner omitted or neglected in the case of this 
Edmond earl of Carrick. Hence, although 
the descendants of Edmond le Botiller con- 
tinued to enjoy the lands and the feudal 
rights bestowed upon him by Edward ITI. the 
earldom was regarded as nonexistent ow- 
ing to the dignity having never been com- 
pleted.

MORRIS & CO. REPLIES TO 
LETTER FROM WICKERSHAM. 


Packers Deny That Excessive Values 
on Shipments Were Used to Gain 
Railroad Rebates. 


Morris & Co., the meat packing concern, 
has replied to the letter of Attorney General 
Wickersham which said the placing of ex- 
cessive values on shipments of meats could 
be used as a means of getting rebates. Mr. 
Wickersham made known his desire that it 
be discontinued. 

The letter of Morris & Co. to the attorney 
general follows: 

‘* We are in receipt of your esteemed favor 
of April 9th and in reply thereto beg leave 
to state that, as suggested in your letter, 
there never has been any intention upon our 
part to use our claims for loss or damage 
to shipments in any way as a device to secure 
rebates from railroads; on the contrary, the 
figured cost has, for a great many years, 
been used as the basis for these claims and 
we believe the figured cost has averaged ap- 
proximately the actual market value. 

* However. with the evolution of the busi- 
ness possibly some changes should have 
been made in this basis and we are glad to 
accept your recommendation and will work 
out a basis which we shall endeavor to have 
entirely satisfactory to all concerned. Sug- 
gestions along these lines from the interstate 
commerce commission or your department 
will be thoroughly appreciated, as it is our 
desire to work in entire harmony with the 
different departnients on all matters in 
which the government may be interested.”

Cash News Is Strong. « 

From a cash Standpoint the situation was 
regarded as being as Ssirong as at any time 
yet.

Receipts at all primary points were. only
